The major readily responded and said that when he received his 
invitation to be present he accepted it in the cheery spirit in which it 
was sent and gave up several other important appointments to come to 
Gleichen as he was always pleased to be among his many good friends 
here. He then told several humorous stories in his ever efficient manner 
each bearing cleaverly on the point of his subject. He spoke of the 
excellent work that had been accomplished in Gleichen both in substan- 
tial subscriptions and enlisting. Briefly he touched on the wonderful 
wonderful work accomplished in organizing so vast an army of men ip 
so short'a time, comparing it with the years that Germany had spent in 
reaching a point of efficiency that the British achieved in a few short 
months. He also compared the vast difference in the treatment 
accorded women in Germany and under the British flag, stating when in 
Germany he had actually seen women harnessed along with oxen and 
required to do the same work. He urged the men to be optimistic, with 
heads erect and the women not to weep but to be of good cheer, know- 
ing that right must conquor no matter what the cost or time it took. 
The major was pleased to see there were so many Americans joining the 
colors, signifying that they recognized that the Allies were fighting for 
a righteous cause and that, if necessary, they were prepared and 
willing to give their lives that justice, right and a lasting peace may 
prevail, He refered to the fact that when the Americans were in trouble 
more than 40,U00 Canadians joined Uncle Sam’s forces to help them in 
a just cause and now after many years they were returning the com- 
pliment. In concluding he hoped that after victory was won it would 
be his privilege to meet in Gleichen again the men who were about 
to leave us. '

Mr. Morgan gave some illuminating 
facts about the way Great Britain 
organized her war industries and util- 
ized winder government supervision 


Mr. Morgan points out that at the 
present time Great Britain, through 
is now turn- 
ing out in four days as large an out- 
put of heavy shells as was turned out 
in 12 months in 1914-15, In three 
weeks Britain can now turn out as 
much 18-pounder ammunition as she 
produced in the first 12 months of the 
war. In 1914 the total number of war 
workers was under 260,000; today the 
total is 3,500,000, 

“We. are now. manufacturing and 
shipping to France,” said Mr. Mor- 
gan, “every week about as much as 
the whole pre-war stock of land ser- 
ice ammunition in Great Britain. 
There are over 4,000 engineering and 
other establishments controlled by 
the ministry of munitions, the major 
portion of whom are producing 
nothing but war material. Yet the

munication with the Russian market. 
Leading authorities in the cotton 
trade in Russia- estimate that within 
Jabout ten years Russia will not need 
to import, any American cotton at all,

Uncharitable to Our Soldiers, 

Since the war started there has$been much discussion 
as to the chances of the eo-called unregenerated soldier for 
a happy hereafter, who has died on the battlefield. A W. 
CO. T. U. convention in Ontario has gone on record as ex- 
pressing the belief that there could be no hope for the 
sinner who passed away unregenerated. To say the leas 
this is very uncharitable at this time, 

One writer on the subject says there is one safe rule 
—possibly the safest one that can be mentioned—for in - 
dividual guidance in such matters, and that ie for the 
individual to do right insofar as the light that in him leads. 
Canadians who are at the front in Europe are not there 
because of blood-lust; they are fighting for a principle 
which they believe is thoroughly Christ ian. They may 
have erred much in the past, but now they are doing right 
as they know it. Moreover, they are doing right for right’s 
sake, and not for selfish reasons. Prepared to lay down 
their lives for righteousness sake, can we dogmatically 
declare that if they happen to pass out “unregenerate” as 
the church understands the term, they are damned? 

Cardinal Meroier, the Belgian prelate, who has 
known more of the rough side of this war than other men 
of the cloth, has a more charitable belief than the Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union, and his words are worthy 
of quotation. 

“If I am asked what I think of the eternal salvation 
of a brave man who has consciously given his life in the 
defence of his country’s honor, and in vindication of 
violated justice, I shall net hesitate to reply that without 
any doubt whatever Christ crowns his military valor, and 
that death, accepted in thie Christian spirit, assures the 
safety of that man’s soul. Greater love hath no man than 
this, said our Saviour, that a man lay down his life for his 
friends. And the soldiers who dies to savé his brothers, 
and to defend thé héarths and altars of the country, reaches 
this highest of all degrees of charity. He may not have 
made a close analysis of the value of his sacrifice; but 
must we suppose that God requires of the plain soldier in 
excitement of battle the methodical precision of the moral- 
ist or the theologian? Can we who revere his heroism 
doubt that his God welcomes him with love? Chrigtian 
mothers, be proud of your sons. Of all griofs, of all our 
human sorrows, yours is perhaps the most worthy of ven- 
eration, I think I behold you in your affliction, but erect, 
standing at the side of the Mother of Sorrows, at the foot 
of the cross. Suffer us to offer you not only our condolence 
but our congratulation, Not all our heroes obtain temporal 
honors, but for all we expect the immortal crown of the 
elect. For this is the virtue of a single act of perfect 
charity. It cancels a whole lifetime of sins—it transforms 
a sinful man into a saint.”

vailable land) the sale of which 
should prineipally defray the cost 
of education, {thus, greatly reduc- 
ing the amount to be met by local 
taxation. Ans districts have been 
settled up, the cause of education 
has needed financial assistance 
these scoool lands have been disosed 
of. At Sedgewick 16,686 acres 
were sold and the price realized was 
in excess of $20 peracre. The 
highest price fetched was $60 per 
acre. At provost, 17,911 acres 
were sold at an average of over $14 
per acre the highest being $36. 

Purchasers were confined almost 
entirely to farmers in the localities 
concerned. At twosaies of echool 
lands in the province.of Saskatche- 
wan. this past week, lands in the 
Blaine Lake district ranged from 
$7 to $52 per acre’ © Over one hun-

Flax Production 


Agricultural War Book Treats This 
Subject in a Comprehen- 
sive Way 


In the Agricultural War Book for 
1916 there are several pages devoted 
to particulars regarding the cultiya- 
tion of flax in Canada, principally in 
Ontario, although in Quebec, Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan the plant is 
cultivated. to some extent. The 
principle contributor to the subject in 
the War Book is Mr. James A, Me- 
Cracken, Secretary of the Canadian 
Flax Growers’ Association, with 
headquarte s at St. Mary’s, Ont. In 
giving statistics regarding the séme- 
what limited cultivation of flax in 
this country, Mr, McCracken — sz 
“Canada can do a good deal more in 
this direction than she is doing, The 
urgency grows stronger when we ap- 
preciate that every acre of flax de- 
voted to fibre purposes means from 
$75 to $100 in exports, Whatever flax 
we export goes mainly to the New 
England mills and to Ireland, thereby 
assisting in relieving directly or in- 
directly the needs of the hour,” 

Mr. McCracken gocs a great deal 
fuller into this subject in a pamphlet 
issued under the atispices of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, Ottawa, en- 
titled “A Review of the Status and 
Possibilities of Flax Production and} 
manipulation in Canada,” He 
sketches the history of the production | 
in Canada, giving Aeren which showy | 
that, despite the prospects, there has 
been a decréase instead of the ap- 
}parently warranted increase, How-! 
ever, it is satisfactory to know, on the} 
same authority, that “the tide of re-| 
vival is reaching the remoter por-' 
tions of the former flax area of 
southwestern Ontario” and that the} 
number of flax centres that promised ! 
to assume activity this year ap-

known, Save for England’s inter- 
vention, the German enterprise would 
have succeeded;, the small states 
would have disappeared politically 
from the map of Europe; some o 
them would have disappeared even 
meographically; France and Russia 
would have not been able to maintain 
successiully an unequal struggle 
against a military power formidably 
weaponed and cquipped, organized 
for this very war, and shrinking from 
no atrocity in order to realize its 
designs of death and destruction, All 
this is contested by nobody, and in 
a general sense one may say that the 
evidence ‘Ieaps ‘to the cye.’ 

From a more special point of view 
the present fighting on the Somme is 
an incomparable manifestation of the 
force of will, strength, and tenacity 
of a nation which was in no way pre- 
pared for such an effort, and which is 
giving the oldest theoreticians and 
Praicenoet practitioners of war a 
esson of an amazing kind, Without 
going back to the date when, in his 
theatrical extravagance, the kaiser 
jested about “General French’s con- 
temptible little army,” we may take 
our minds back a few months, and 
ask ourselves how the English army 
has grown from the formation of 
troops and officers, recruited first by 
the voluntary system and afterwards 


by conscription, and to what extent} 


it has been able to hold its own ag- 
ainst thé best-trained army in Eur- 
ope, The German generals and the 
newspapers through which the Wil- 
helmstrasse vents its spite and hat- 
red against England did not fail to 
make mockery of “Kitchener's army” 
and to treat it, if not as a negligible 
quantity (no, they did not go quite 
that far), at least as an adversary 
that would be much casier to deal 
with than the others, They pretend- 
ed to be very little concerned about 
tt, 

Read today the communiques in 
which the kaiser’s general headquar- 
ters is forced to admit the English 
victories. The tone has changed, 
like that of Herr von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg; it has become many _ stops 
lower. Not merely is the British 
army no longer negligible, or pretty 
nearly negligible; it has become an 
object of fear; not merely has its 
improvised character not rendered it 
incapable of measuring itself against 
the best instructed and best-com- 
manded troops in the world; it is in- 
flicting reverses upon them which 
plunge their leaders into stupefaction, 

They try to explain away this sin- 
gular phenomenon by pleading the 
gigantic amount of munitions of war 
that is being used against them, the 
product of the war industry of the 
entire world, ‘They are being over- 
whelmed under the fire of the big 
guns, the millions of shells and 
jectiles of all kinds, that are deci- 
mating their ranks and annihilating 
their strongest ficld-works; they are 
tumbling back and surrendering and 
falling in thousands under the hail, 
and they are realizing that their final 
destiny will not be slow in its ful- 
filment. 

This, then, is the most striking il- 
lustration of Britain’s pow it is her 
decisive contribution to the inevitable 
conciusion of we war, Great Britain 
has succeeded in forming an army, 
drawn fram the Mother Country and 
the dominions and colonies; she has 
equipped and trained it, given dt a 
modern organization, provided it with 
artillery, and given it a lavish supply 
of every arm and every kind of mu- 
nition—a wealth of war material that 
is a guarantee of its triumph, All 
this she has done in less than two 

ears. How much time we wasted, 
England and, alas! France, too; after 
the thunderbolt of 1914, before we 
knew what ought to be done, and, 
when we did at length know, before 
we made up our minds to do it! Ah, 
if Germany had but realized, as Mr, 
Lloyd George said last August in the 
House of Commons—had she only 
known our apathy and distress! For- 
tunately she acted as if she was un- 
aware of the true state of affairs. . . 

And today the evil has been cured. 
Great Britajn’s arsenals and factories, 
those of France and of our Allies, 
and those of the countrics with 
which the British fleet has kept open 
our communications, are furnishing 
us with everything that is required 
for victory. Henceforth we can 
defy the arsénals and factories of 
Germany, As for our armies, they 
are worthy of one another, They are 
equal in courage, determination and 
heroism, No non-success can de- 

re$s their spirit; their will to win 
is unshakable. Enthusiasm is theirs; 
they hurl themselves eagerly upon 
the enemy, who can neither hold 
ground nor compute the number of 
their dead and the prisoners left in 
our hands! Surely, it all speaks for 
itself; yet it is but the commence- 
ment. 

Such is Great Britain's share in the 
great war. If you in London gladly 

roclaim the military virtues of 

rance and the new glory she has 
won, no less do we in Paris hail the 
example of the allied and friendly na- 
tion, which, by a phenomenon unique 
in the. world’s history, has succeeded 
in raising herself in a few short 
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in Social Welfare 
With the idea in view of investigat- 


ing community problems, promoting 
# more general interest in social wel- 


fare and providing expert advice and 
assistance to any community desirous 
of organizing its forces for more cffi- 


cient citizenship, the governments of

The purpose is to make a practical 
study of all social problems affecting 
a community, and a more careful in- 
vestigation of general social welfare 


questions than has hitherto been pos- 


sible by any existing government. 

One of the functions of the bureau 
is to secure information, and this will 
be done through co-operation with 
public and private agencies and also 
by special investigation, The forma- 
tion thus secured will be disseminat- 
ed by means of reports, bulletins, the 
public press, lectures, correspond- 
ence, etc, 

During the first year two kinds of 
investigations will be carried on, One 
will be the care of immigrants and 
particular attention will be paid to the 
Ruthenians who are settled in large 
numbers in each of the, three prov- 
inces. The second will be a preliimn- 
inary inquiry with regard to the pro- 
per care of the feeble-minded. 

The conditions are practic 

saine in each of, the three provinces, 
and the provincial authorities have 
been co-operating for some time in 
the provision of institutions for the 
care of the various classes of depen- 
dents, 
Zach of the provinces will have an 
advisory council that will consist of 
one cabinet minister and _ five other 
members, When each of these coun- 
cils has been organized two represen- 
tatives from each will form an, inter- 
provincial council which 
charge of the general policy of the 
bureau. 

The cabinet ministers have been 
chosen for cach of the provinces as 
follows: Alberta, Honorable J. R. 
Boyle; Saskatchewan, Honorable J. 


A. Calder; Manitoba, Honorable Doc- 


tor Thornton. Each holds the port- 
folio of Minister of Education in his 
governinent, J. S. Woodsworth is 
the director of the new bureau, and 
the head office is in Winnipeg, where 
all the data collected is properly 
compiled into statistics that will al- 
ways be at the disposal of inquirers. 


The bureau will deal solely with the} 


human resources of the country, and 
endeavor to investigate and determine 
the way in which these resources can 
be best developed and conserved, and

liminary stage, but questionnaires

local conditions, The bureau will also 
take up the question of legislation de- 
signed to remedy the social life of the 
rural districts and of the provinces as 
a whole, 

The Bureau of Social Research has 
really developed from the Canadian 
Welfare League, which was formed 


some time ago with somewhat similar

If Attrition Is to Decide the War, 
Germany Can Hold Out for 
Two Years More 

Those who believe that-the war. will 
be decided by attrition, by the Allies 
gradually exhausting the man-power 
of the enemy, and thus forcing first a 
great retreat, and then conceivably a 
great surrender, must be sadly puz- 
zled by the various estimates as to 
the speed with which this process is 


going on; that is to say, at the num-J 


ber of killed,-permanently disabled 
and wounded on each side, and even 
with regard to the available man- 
power, -This last problem, however, 
is the casiest. When the war began 
the Central Powers had in Europe a 
total population of 120,000,000, while 
the Entente Allies 
What percentage of these popula- 
tions would be available for fighting? 
There have been various estimates, 
the most popular being 10 per cent., 
but this point is not of importance, 
because the percentage would be 
about the same in all countries. On 
this basis Frank Simonds, the Amer- 
ican war expert, calculates that Ger- 
many and Austria had originally avail- 
able about 12,000,000 soldiers, either 
trained or potential, The Allies had 
30,000,000, 


casualties have been 10,000,000, or 
one-third of their total strength; 
while the total casualties of the Cen- 
tral Powers have been 8,000,000, or 
two-thirds of their potential strength, 
Judging from the German lists, one- 
half of the total casualties are per- 
manent losses. Perhaps one-quarter 
represent soldiers killed in action or 
later dying from wounds, The other 
quafter is made up of soldiers cap- 
tffred, and so severely wounded that 
they are unfit for further service, Fol- 


lowing out this line of reasoning, he! 


comes to the rather staggering con- 
clusion that on both sides since tht 
beginning of the year there have been 
4,500,000 men killed, or just about the 
total population of Serbia when the 
Archduke was assassinated, 

Mr. Simonds admits that his figures 
are merely a gucss, made after an ex- 
amination of all the material he is 
able to collect. However, he makes 
some allowances. For instance, he 
has no doubt that the German lists 
minimize the losses of that power 
and probably exaggerate the losses of 
the Russians, There will not be much 
disagreement on this point, but since 
Mr. Simonds prepared his. article 
facts have come to light which tend 
to vitiate his conclusions with regard 
to the situation on the western front, 
For example, while he says that the 
Germans lost about half a million men 
at Verdun, their losses being double 
those of the French, because they 
were on the offensive, the Germans, 
being on the defensive upon the 
Somme, will suffer far less than the 
British and French, The contrary is 


asserted by Frederick Palmer; and} 


General Haig has said that the British 
losses were not only relatively, but 
absolutely smaller than those of the 
Germans. It seems probable that 
they ure not half as heavy. 

As a neutral, Mr. Simonds may be 
pardoned if he is not inclined to ac- 
cept official statements from any of 
the combatants; and while his esti- 
mate of Entente losses is higher than 
those of such British calculators as 
Hilaire Belloc, le comes to the same 
conclusion, namely, that in 
Germany cannot escape from the con- 
sequences of attrition. She will even- 
ly be defeated for-lack of men, 
| This, of course, is in line with what 
Mr, Simonds has been predicting ever 
since the Battle of the Marne, He 
has declared over and over again that 
in this batthe Germany lost her great 
chance of winning the war, All she 
can do is to stave off defeat as long 
as she can, trying to sow dissension 
among the Allies, if possible, and her 
main object now being to discourage 
her enemies and ma 
to forego the full price of victory. 

If there 
ing blows struck, if attrition is to 
cide the war, Mr, Simonds belie 
that at the present rate of losses Ger-

more, That is to say, the Central 
Powers have still left 8,000,000 men, 


and, since they require only 5,000,000 
to hold their present lines, they have 
a balance of 3,000,000. Belloc caleu- 
lates that their losses have been 
7,000,000, which would leave them no 
balance at all, If they have been 
6,000,000, the balance is only a mil- 
lion, which is six months’ supply, But 
Simond's estimate is that, White the 
Gerpans have still 3,000,000 inen over 
and above those who are now needed 
at the front, the Entente Allies have 
17,000,000 still to draw upon, Anyone 
who believes that three Germans are 
a match for 17 British, French or 
Russians is entitled to give the Ger- 
mans still a chance of winning.

The country.ts said to be f'e- 
ling a shortage, not only of current re- 
ceipts, but of Canadian storage stocks

Government ‘to Control Retail Prices 
of Butter and Cheese 


Tite’ French senate passed a reso- 
lution authorizing the French minis- 
ter of the interior to fix the limits of 
rétail ‘selling: prices of bitter and 
cheese, * These products. are now 
binging from 50 per cent. to 150 pet 
tent: More than they did before the 
war, 

The Chamber of Deputies adopted 
a bill presented by the government 
authorizing a bounty on wheat har- 
vested in France next year, The bill 
provides for a bounty equivalent to 
l6c a bushel on such wheat, and an 
amendnient was adopted providing 
for an allowance of 20 frances each 
additional hectare (about 2 1-2 acres) 
devoted to wheat growing. 

The ‘mitiister of commerce, Eeti- 
enne Clementel, said that the govern- 
ment now had in service 76 grain car- 
rying ships for purchases made di- 
rectly from foreign governments.
